Bbetract of proceebiuQS. 



The Sixty-Second Annual Session of the Texas Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, which convened in the 
Methodist Church, Huntsville, Texas, at 9:-15 o’clock a. m. December 
11th, 1901, was presided over by Bishop A. W. Wilson, who conducted 
the opening worship of the Conference. The organization of the Con- 
ference was effected by the election of Rov. Seth Ward, D. D., as 
Secretary; Revs. D. H. Hotchkiss and Chas. U. McLarty, Assistant 
Secretaries; Revs. J. R. Murray and C. B. Garrett, Statistical Secre- 
taries, and the constituting the committees nominated by the Pre- 
siding Elders. The business of the Conference proceeded in an 
orderly and regular Way.

Southwestern University: 

It is with profound pleasure that we note the continued prosperity 
of Southwestern University and we desire to emphasize the sugges- 
tion that all Texas Methodists should concentrate their earnest efforts 
to make this the chief institution of learning for our Church in this 
great State. The report of the Curators shows an increased attend- 
ance of twenty-four over the preceding year, and we learn from the 
Kegent that the attendance during the present session has not been 
diminished, and we heartily commend the advanced requirements for 
admission into the college rank. This institution, as it is in one 
of the nicest towns of Texas, in one of the most moral and cultured 
communities of the South and equipped with a faculty of the highest 
moral character and most proficient qualifications, should be the 
pride of our whole Church. We learn that the Fitting School is very 
satisfactory and that in this school the boys and girls may be well 
prepared to do thorough work. We are particularly gratified to state 
that Giddings Hall furnishes our young men of limited means an 
opportunity to obtain good board at well-nigh the mere cost of living 
and thus to obtain a collegiate education at a nominal cost. While 
the discipline of the institution has been firm, yet it is worthy of 
note that the most pleasant relations have existed between students 
and teachers and the enforcement of discipline is rarely necessary. 
We learn that the attendance at the Ladies’ Annex has increased. 
The instruction and government in this department have been very 
satisfactory. We rejoice to know that the moral environments bear 
fruit and in this connection we quote from the report of the Board 
of Curators as follows: “The gracious revival of religion that swept 

over the University resulted in a large number of conversions and 
"~lnany accessions to the Church. While the work of grace was espe- 
cially felt in the College, it was at the same time entered into and 
greatly enjoyed by the whole community. Thus, v/e see that our 
young men and women have the sympathy and help in their moral 
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and religious life so essential in the home.” 

THE SUMMER SCHOOL OF BIBLE AND THEOLOGICAL STUDY. 

SOUTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 

We call especial attention of the preachers and Christian workers 
to this new department of the University and quote from the report 
of the Board of Curators as follows: 

“It is now under the control and management as to the election 
of its officers, of the Board of Curators. This Board elects a Manager 
and Secretary, who, with the Regent of the University, have full 
power to arrange for the work in all its practical bearings. Rev. 
Seth Ward, D. D., and Rev. W. L. Nelms, D. D. and R. S. Hyer, LL. D., 
Regent of the University, have the whole matter in hand for 1901-2. 
We invite your careful consideration and your liberal patronage of 
this new department.” 

The crying need of this great institution is an adequate endow- 
ment, and we should concentrate our prayers and efforts to this end. 
We believe it possible to find one thousand men in Texas who will 
promptly give one hundred dollars each to an endowment fund. If 
every Methodist pastor in Texas would systematically take hold of 
the matter and endeavor to find one man in each charge who would 
give $100.00 it is likely this average could be accomplished. While 
perhaps such a man could not be found in some charges, several 
could be found in others. 

CHAPPELL HILL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

We are pleased to state that this institution is doing good work. 
It has had a prosperous and pleasant year — ^no discord. “The con- 
duct of the pupils has been exceptionally good.” The attendance in 
the boarding department has almost reached fifty, and it is believed 
this number will be reached during the present session. The local 
patronage is larger than for several years. The work done by pupils 
and teachers has been thorough. The industrial department is still 
a prominent, and it is hoped, a permanent feature. Half of the pupils 
of the boarding department are paying half their expenses by work 
and at the same time acquiring skill in the practical household arts. 
The publication of a College monthly has 'been begun, which we com- 
mend. Excellent Christian influence prevails in the school and a 
gracious revival of religion among the pupils has been the result. 
We regret that we have no funds at our disposal with which to assist 
this College in repairing the damages caused by the storm. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

This great University is the pride of Southern Methodism and 
we rejoice to note its growth and continued prosperity. It is sending 
out from its halls year by year some of the brightest young men of 
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this Nation, who are taking high position in Church and State and 
Y/hose iniluence will be felt for good in the years to come. The time 
is at hand when an educated ministry is not only appreciated, but 
is demanded, and the Biblical Department of Vanderbilt University 
furnishes the means for the proper equipment of our young preachers 
for the great work before them, and in this connection we quote 
from Dr. J. D. Hammond, General Secretary of Board of Education, as 
follows: “Only about $50,000.00 of the $300,000.00 necessary to endow 

this department has been pledged. An additional $50,000.00 has been 
promised by a layman on condition that the Church raise its sub- 
scription to $100,000.00 by next July. Will not your Conference raise 
some part of this amount and forward it to our office within the 
appointed time?” 

We recommend that the assessment for Paine and Lane Institutes 
be as heretofore, $350.00. 

We recommend that the assessment for education be as hereto- 
fore, $1,085.00, to be distributed pro rata as follows: $185.00 for 
General Board and $1,500.00 for Southwestern University. 

The collection for Paine and Lane Institutes is $144.80, less 
$ , for printing minutes. 

The educational collection, which, according to paragraph 412 of 
our New Discipline, is to be combined into one fund and apportioned 
pro rata, is $1,170.65, less $15.00 for printing minutes, and is divided 
as follows: General Board $ , Southwestern University $ . 

We have set apart to the expense account out of the cash col- 
lected on the Twentieth Century fund 5 per cent, of the total amount 
of cash and notes belonging to said fund and have appropriated the 
same to Southwestern University.

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference: 

We, your Committee on Epworth Leagues, submit the following 
report: 

During the Conference year the League has grown from 40 
chapters and a membership of 1,692, to 55 chapters and a membership 
of 1,841, making a net increase of 9 chapters, 149 members. 

We have looked carefully into the subject and make the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

1. That each District hold a District League Conference, and 
that this Conference be held in conjunction with the District Confer- 
ence of the Church. This will cause almost all the pastors and lay- 
men to attend the League Conference and the young people to 
attend the District Conference of the Church. 

2. In the second place we recommend a wider circulation of 
the Epworth Era; that the pastor and League officials subscribe for 
it and urge the entire League to do so. The Era is an excellent pe- 
riodical and is indispensable to the highest class of League work. 
The club rate is only 75 cents, and all can afford it. 

3. In the third place we wish to recommend cottage prayer- 
meetings. The result of this will be threefold. (1) It gives our young 
people something to do, and establishes Christian character. (2) It 
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carries the Word of God, the prayers of devout Leaguers and the 
songs of Zion into homes or communities where there are those who 
rarely if ever attend the meetings at the Church. (3) This class is 
brought to the League and to God and the Church through the League. 

4. In the fourth place, v/e recommend the social feature of the 
Literary Department. Man is by nature a social creature. This is 
especially true of the young man, and the Church or League that sup- 
plies him with social entertainment, intellectual and Christian in its I 

nature, is the one that has the greatest hold on him and proves the 
greatest blessing to him. 

For the Literary Department of the League we recommend the ^ 

course of study and the Missionary Library, and call attention to 
the value and greatly reduced prices of these sets of books. 

For this department we also recommend systematic Bible study 
and suggest as helps in this work, the revised version of the Bible, 
the Twentieth Century New Testament and Moulton’s Modern Read- 
ers’ Bible Series.

All the records have been carefully examined by us. 

Houston District Record is in form a model, but the penmanship ^ 

is not good. Grammatical errors also are found; on page 71 this 
sentence is found: “A resolution of thanks was introduced to West 

End and Central Church for their kind entertainment.” Should be: 

“A resolution of thanks to West End and Central Churches for their 
kind entertainment was introduced,” or ‘‘was adopted.” Again the 
phrase ‘‘all O. K.” is found. We do not think that such phrases as 
this should be found in our records. 

Calvert District Record is neatly and correctly kept, except that 
“Bers.” is used as the abbreviation of the word “Brothers;” also the 
word “Reagan” is begun with the letter “P,” instead of “R.” 

Brenham District Record: The penmanship of this book is good, 

but the grammatical construction is not correct. On page 65 this 
sentence is found: “Missionary and pay assessment against the 

church for missions.” On page 66 this sentence is found: “Bro. 

Cochran strongly advocates the use of M. E. Literature in our schools.” 
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Austin District Record: This book is correctly kept, except that 

too many abbreviations are used. The word “La Grange” also is 
incorrectly spelled. “E. A. Potts’ charge” should be “McDade charge.” 

Huntsville District Record: In this book the words supernumer- 

ate, Discipline and Ridding are incorrectly spelled; also one gram- 
matical mistake. In supplement “F” the word “His” is used instead 
of the word “their.” 

With the above named exceptions, this book is a model of neat- 
ness and correctness. We would suggest that abbreviations be dis- 
continued in all of these records.

Dear Fathers and Brethren — We, your Committee on Orphanage 
beg leave to submit the following report: 

We rejoice at the degree of prosperity and success which, in the 
good providence of God, has attended this institution of our Church 
in Texas through the wise management of Rev. W. H. Vaughan, 
Business Manager, the persistent efforts of Rev. Abe Mulkey and the 
diligent activities of Rev. R. W. Thompson. 

One hundred and fifteen children are at present sheltered, clothed 
and fed by this institution and through its instrumentality thirty- 
eight children have been assigned to private homes during the year. 

This home is Christian in its influence and offers good educational 
advantages. 

The Board of Directors report unincumbered property in build- 
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ings, lands and furnishings valued at $50,000.00. We are glad to 
know of the anticipated dedication of the Orphanage on December 
22d, 1901, by Bishop Key. 

Your committee respectfully recommend that Article II of the 
Constitution governing the administration of the Orphanage be so 
amended as to read as follows: 

“The Board of Directors shall be composed of one clerical and 
one lay member from each of the patronizing Conferences,” thus 
adding a layman from each of the Conferences. In compliance with 
the suggestion of the Board of Directors, we recommend the election 
of Judge J. E. Crawford, of Franklin, for this position. We also rec- 
ommend an assessment on the Texas Conference of $900.00 for the 
Orphanage. 

Whereas, the exigency is felt, therefore, be it. 

Resolved, That the collections for the Orphanage be taken as 
early in the year as may be practical.

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were arranged practically as they are at present thirty-five years ago; 
and, 

Whereas, During this time great changes have taken place in our 
common territory, population has increased, cities have been built, 
railroads have been constructed and in may places the character of 
the population has been greatly changed by the influx of foreign 
elements, and the exodus of our own people; and, 

Whereas, There is a great disparity between the present existing 
Conferences in membership, territory and resources, so that the 
smaller Conferences, notably our own, are unable to do most efficient 
work, and, in consequence, our common Methodism is caused to suf- 
fer; and. 

Whereas, This disparity does not reflect a lack of diligence or of 
efficiency upon the part of the weaker Conferences, nor does 
it indicate any superior wisdom or devotion upon the part of the 
stronger Conferences, but is the result of the natu*’al development 
of the country and of circumstances over which none of us had any 
control; therefore, we, the members of the Texas Annual Conference, 
in confrence assembled, do respectfully memorialize the General Con- 
frence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to be held in Dallas, 
Texas, in May, 1902, as follows: 

1. That your body so readjust the boundaries of the several Con- 
ferences in Texas as to conserve the best interests of our Church in 
the whole State. 

2. We favor the formation of five English-speaking Conferences 
for the State, of something like equal territory and membership. 

3. Should your body find such an arrangement to be impractica- 
ble, then, rather than leave the weaker Conferences in their present 
form, we would ask that four Conferences be formed in the State 
approximating, as nearly as possible, equality in territory and mem- 
bership. 

4. If in the accomplishment of the above expressed purposes it 
should be found necessary to absorb the territory of the Texas Con- 
ference in the new Conferences to be formed, then we will cheerfully 
acquiesce in any plan that your wisdom may devise for the good of 
cur common Methodism in Texas.

Dear Brethren: We, your Committee on Sabbath Observance, beg 

leave to submit the following: 

Your committee regrets very much to hear of the widespread 
desecration of the Christian Sabbath in the bounds of our Conference 
and in the State of Texas. It is fast becoming continental in tone, 
and a day of frivolity and social pleasure. It behooves us as a Church 
to stand in line with every agency that looks toward the proper ob- 
servance of the Christian Sabbath. 

When the Sabbath day is desecrated by coarse pleasure or by 
servile labor, it becomes a curse rather than a blessing. ‘“God’s day,’’ 
the people’s rest and study, the day of home joy and inspiration and 
elevation we must protect. We should form in line and make a united 
effort to protect our American Sunday. Therefore, we respectfully 
ask that in all our congregations the week known as “Lord’s Day 
Week,” set apart by the Sunday League of America, be adopted by 
us as a week of prayer for the better observance of the Christian 
Sabbath and recommend that our pastors observe some portion of that 
week (from April 8th to X4tli) as a time to preach on Sunday observ- 
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ance, taking such phases of the matter as may seem of practical 
value to each community.

The missionary cause has enjoyed a year of reasonable success 
Our finances are better than last year, especially the receipts on oui 
foreign assessment, as our increase of nearly $1,000.00 is mainly in 
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the funds for the foreign work. This is to be explained by the fact 
that after the storm of last year the preachers stressed the domestic 
fund in order to relieve the storm district. This year the collections 
fell back to something like their normal proportion. The mission 
fields within our bounds have in the main had a good year. While 
the storm belt has by no means recovered, entirely, yet the movement 
is toward complete recovery. The mission fields that lie outside the 
storm sections, with one or two exceptions, have done well. Hotch- 
kiss Memorial, after some thirteen years of aid from the Board, dis- 
continues request for aid, and gives the Conference an important, 
heathy and self-supporting charge. We are glad to say that our 
present mission fields are, for the most part, enjoying healthy devel- 
opment.

REV. JESSE A. McIVER. 

Jesse A. Mclver, son of Jas. A. and Sarah J. Mclver, was born in 
Lauderdale County, Tennessee, March 17th, 1869. When Jesse was 
<!' nine years old the family moved to Falkner County, Arkansas, where 

j| Jesse was educated in the public schools of the county. After going 

through the public schools he entered Quitman College, Arkansas, 
where he remained but one year. He was raised by pious parents, 
who sought to impress upon his young mind the importance of giving 
his life early to Christianity. At the age of 14 he was converted at 
Sulphur Springs, Ark., and at once joined the Methodist Church. At 
the age of 19 he was licensed to preach by George W. Hill, P. E. In 
the fall of 1891 he was admitted on trial into the Arkansas Conference, 
and did three years of faithful work in that Conference. In the fall 
of 1895 he was transferred to the Texas Conference and appointed to 
Cold Springs Circuit. In 1890 he was married to Miss Ida Patty, in 
Falkner County, Arkansas. To this marriago there were born two 
children, who are left to mourn the death of a kind and loving father. 
Bro. Mclver was a good man — ardent, firm and reliable. As a com- 
panion he was kind and courteous; as a Christian, he was experimental 
and exemplary. He had a good heart by divine grace, and he evinced 
the genuineness and depth of his piety by faithfully attending to his 
public and private duties like a Christian man. He was naturally 
timid and diffident of his own opinions, but was nevertheless immov- 
ably firm when his opinions were formed on any subject involving his 
conscience. As a minister he was plain, exhibiting clearly the sense 
of his text, and pressing it home to the hearts of his hearers with 
all the force of his own deep convictions of its eternal value. He 
dealt faithfully with the people of his charge, and doubtless he could 
say, “I am clear of the blood of all men.” He was a tender, sympathiz- 
ing pastor, participating in all the joys and sorrows of his fiock. 
His most intimate friends have been painfully conscious for two or 
three years that his work was fast winding to a close — that the fatal 
destroyer, consumption, was fast doing its work. At the Conference 
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at Rockdale last fail, Bishop Candler appointed him to Lott Circuit 
for the second year, but he' was able to do but little work after the 
appointment was made. At his first Quarterly Conference, in Feb- 
ruary, he was by his brethren granted a leave of absence to go West 
in search of health, which he did, but it proved to be of no benefit to 
him. He remained in the West but a few weeks, when he found it 
necessary to leave that climate and hasten to his father’s, in Nevada, 
Texas, where he passed peacefully away to his reward on the 2d 
day of May, 1901. He leaves two little girls to the care of his brethren 
— little Elmer, 10 years old, and Winnie, 7 years old, both bright and 
promising children. May the God of their father throw the everlast- 
ing arms about them, and raise up friends to care for them, and com- 
fort the hearts of his aged parents as they pass down the hillside of 
life. Our dear brother has fought a good fight; he has kept the faith; 
he has finished his course, and henceforth he dwells “where the noon- 
tide of glory eternally reigns.” 

REV. HENRY M. HAYNIE. 

This good man v/ent to his reward March 29th, 1901. He was born 
in the State of Alabama in the year 1835, and was about sixty-six 
years of age when he passed away. His parents moved to Texas 
when the infant Henry was only about a year old, hence he was 
almost entirely raised in the latter State. He was converted early 
in life and grew up a pious, Christian young man. He entered the 
Confederate Army at the beginning of the Civil War and spent four 
years in that service, maintaining his integrity amid all the tempta- 
tions of those years. There is in one of the old Church records in 
the Methodist Church, in the town of Bastrop, an account of the 
organizaticn of a class of some Methodist people by one Henry 
Haynie, in the year 1835, said to be the grandfather of the subject 
of this memoir. So it seems that he came of preaching stock. He 
was a good man and popular as a preacher. His people loved him 
where he served as pastor and generally clamored for his return. In 
the city of Austin, December, 1885, he was admitted on trial into 
the Texas Conference and was appointed to the Manchaca Mission, 
where he remained for two years. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Duncan at the Conference held in Houston in 1887, and was sent to 
the Elgin Circuit. At the Conference held in LaGrange in 1889, he 
was ordained Elder by Bishop Key and at the same Conference 
was appointed to Columbia and Brazoria. His next appointment was 
Weimar Circuit, where he served three years, 1891, 1892 and 1893. 
Here in July, 1892, he lost his wife who, after great faithfulness as 
a preacher’s wife, was called to her reward, leaving her husband 
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and a large family of children. In December, 1«93, Brother Haynie 
was again married. Miss Kate York, of Weimar, becoming his second 
wi.e, who survives him and lives in Elgin, Texas. In 1894 he was 
ti*tmncd at Elgin, where he remained two years. His next appoint- 
i.ien.. was Kosso, which charge he alsg served two years. From Kosse 

00 v/as sent to Chappell Hill Station, serving two years In the latter 
p.ace. At the Conference In Marlin, in 1899, he was granted a super- 
rnnuated relation and remained in that relation until his death.

.'0 m,»n imong us is more unselfish or more devoted to the work than 
was he. He always accepted cheerfully the work assigned him and 
never failed to leave friends when he left the charge. Of him it may 
be said, “He wrought falthfuly and well.” “He rests from his labors 
and his works do follow him.” 



HEV. DANIEL HADEN LINEBAUGH. 

Daniel Haden Llnebaugh was born in Green County, Tennessee, 
on the 14th day of February, 1831. His father died when he was 
omy nine years of age and as he was the oldest child he became 
the mam support of his widowed mother. He grew up in Louisville 
Ky., where he had moved with his mother. He learned the trade of 
a carnage painter and followed that business up to the time he entered 
the ministry. He was married on the 27th day of July, 1857, to 
ALss Margaret E. Sweets, of Bardstown, Ky., who survives him. 
Ihere were nine children born to them. Three are dead and six 
/■I'”*!, Children are all grown, and all members of the Methodist 
t-hureh. Hev. N. L. Linebaugh, of the Indian MUsion Conference, 
Sdhond son. He died, at the home of his youngest daughter, 
,a Mount Pleasant, Texas, while on a visit on the 29th day of July 
1901. His home was with his oldest son at Atoka, I. T. His death 
was very sudden and unexpected. His last words were, as he pointed 
to his open Bible lying on the center table, “The Book, daughter, the 
Book. He was converted in 1856 and joined the Methodist Church- 
was licensed to preach at Bardstown, Ky., in 1860. He was ordained 
a Deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh in 1865 and an Elder by Bishop 
Doggett Jh 1867.

That fall he transferred to the Little Rock Conference and was sent 
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to the Lapeal Circuit; ’73 to the El Dorado Circuit; ’74 and ’75 to the 
El Dorado and l.apeal Circuit; ’76 and ’77 Mount Pleasant Circuit; 
’.'8 and ’70 Presiding Elder of the Camden District; ’80 and ’81 on 
the Magnolia Circuit. In the fall of 1881 he located but was re- 
admitted in ’8!i and transferred to the Texas Conference and was sent 
to the Travis Circuit; ’84 and ’85 he v/as on the Milano Circuit. In 
tlie fall of 1885 he took Supernumerary relation and remained in 
that for several years when he was superannuated, which relation he 
r ustained at the time of his death. He was pure in life, strong in 
faith and rich in experience. His ministry had been a very successful 
one in winning souls to Christ and building up the Church. He was 
a strong preacher. He died a peaceful and triumphant death, and 
leaves a widow and six children to mourn his loss. Truly, he was a 
good man with a heart full of love for God and humanity.
